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Issues injunction against city officials 


Judge says no closed sessions

A temporary injunction was 
issued Thursday by a Wayne County 
Circuit Court judge restraining the 
mayor, city council and other 
elected officials of Romulus from 
holding closed meetings in violation 
of the Open Meetings Act. 

The injunction was ordered by 
Judge Richard Dunn following a 
show cause hearing ina suit filed by 
Ed Rush, prominent Romulus 
florist. 

Mayor William M . Oakley said he 
was “disappointed” over the judge’s 
ruling because he would have liked 
to see the matter resolved once and 
for all. 

“Not being a lawyer, I can’t in- 
terpret the law. However there is 


Rule suicide 
for girl, 17 

A 17-year-old Huron Township 

e l, whose body was found last week 
nging by a bedsheet from a chain 
link fence at the rear of her trailer 
home, has been ruled a suicide. 

The Wayne County Medical 
Examiner’s office informed the 
Huron Township Police Department 
that Vicki Zambeck had died by her 
own hand. 

The teenage girl’s body was found 
about 11:30 a.m. Tuesday by a gas 
meter reader. 

Police Chief Joe Carney said a 
cloth bedsheet was tied around her 
neck and was attached to the top of a 
fence at the rear of her mother and 
stepfather’s trailer, 22060 La Fons, 
in tne Chateau Estates mobile home 
trailer park. 

The chief said her body was fully 
dressed and that the dead girl was 
wearing a brown leather coat, blue 
jeans and a blouse. Death was at- 
tributed to “cerebral inoxia” or 
strangling, he said. 

Vicki, who lived with her mother 
and stepfather, Edward Badger, 
was last seen by her mother about 10 
p.m. on the day before her body was 
discovered, Carney reported. 

He said she had quit high school 
last year and lived in the trailer with 
her parents, three sisters and two 
brothers. 


still a difference of opinion,’’ he 
noted. 

Gerk Leonard J. Fblmar, in 
commenting on the injunction, said, 
‘The e?fy does not hold closed 
meetings other than those provided 
for in the Open Meetings Act.’’ 

Folmar said the judge’s ruling 
was “not significant’’ and that “the 
city tries to live under the law at all 
times.’’ 

Around Romulus City Hall, Rush 
is thought by some officials and 
employes to be a self-appointed 
watchdog of city government. 

Rush filed the suit Sept. 26 
charging that a meeting c al led for in 
a memorandum from Oakley Aug. 
25 and held Aug. 31 discussed more 
subjects than the mayor’s directive 
stated. 

The florist said the meeting was 


called to discuss continued attempts 
by the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Em- 
ployes (AFSCME) to union city 
employes. But, he charged, city 
water and sewer bond finds and the 
annual city audit also were talked 
about and were violations of the 
Open Meetings Act 

In addition, Rush’s suit charged 
that the meeting was not posted in 
city hall 18 hours in advance of the 
actual session and constituted 
another violation of the Open 
Meetings Act. 

His suitalso accused the council of 
not taking a roll call vote to decide 
whether the meeting should be 
closed or open as required in the act. 

Rush’s suit further charged that 
defendants engaged in a discussion 
at the end of the meeting which had 


'Sloppy' minutes 
rapped by Rush 


“Sloppy” was the way that Ed 
Rush, Romulus florist, described 
the way in which minutes have 
and are being taken at some 
public city meetings. 

Rush, who is suing the city and 
its officials over an alleged closed 
dtycouncil meeting Aug. 31, said 
the printed minutes were grossly 
in error. 

“The minutes show all seven 
members present for the roll call 
vote, but Mary Carter was not at 
the meeting. Also, when the vote 
was taken by council to adjourn, 
again the minutes showtxi all 
seven members voting aye. 

“But, Beveraly McAnally left 
the meeting before the vote. That 
made two council members 
absent and only five members 
actually voted to adjourn,’’ Rush 
declared. 

Clerk Leonard J. Folmar, 
whose name appears at the 
bottom of the page of minutes as 
certifying them to be “a true 
copy”, was asked about the 
matter. 

“We prepare two to three sets 
of minutes a week and we turn 


them out in a mechanical 
fashion,” he said. 

He admitted that the errors 
cited by Rush were “a simple 
oversight”. 

Questioned further, Folmar 
said he was not present at the 
meeting himself. He said he 
checked into the matter and that 
he was “reasonably sure” Mrs. 
Carter was not present at the 
Aug. 31 session 

“It’s true that Mrs. McAnally 
left the meeting early,” he said. 

Rush commented, “If they 
admit to making mistakes on that 
meeting, how many more are in 
error?” 

He said one council member 
told him that council was 
“always correcting” minutes of 
past sessions. 

Rush said it was even more 
important for minutes of closed 
meetings to be accurate. 

“Because closed meetings 
would not ha ve to be certified and 
no one from the outside public 
would see them, more attention 
would have to be paid to see that 
those minutes are correct,” he 
said. 


Gordonier to close in 79; 
Jr. highs to shuffle pupils 


Gordonier Elementary School will 
be closed next year and a reshuffling 
of students made under one of two 
alternate plans at North and South 
junior high schools in Romulus. 

The above recommendations were 
made to and accepted by the 
Romulus Board of Education last 
week by a subcommittee composed 
of trustees Wayne Avery, president; 
Shirley Lombardi, secretary; and 
Michael Woods, treasurer. 

Supt. James Garfield said Gor- 
donier will be dosed prior to the 
start of the 1979-80 school year and 
that students will shifted between 
North and South junior highs to 
better utilize existing facilities at 
both build ngs. 

The two plans submitted by the 
subcommittee are: 

1) To equally balance the seventh, 


eighth and ninth grades at both 
schools, or 

2) To install sixth and seventh 
grade students at South Jr. High, 
and eighth and ninth grade students 
at North Jr. High. 

Garfield said he will present a 
follow up report to the board at a 
later date with recommendations for 
initial planning for both programs. 

Unofficial figures from the fourth 
Friday in October head count 
showed Gordonier with 237 students, 
North Jr. High with 941, and South 
Jr. High with 460, Garfield said. 

In other action, the board ex- 
pressed its concern for the rowdy 
behavior of some students in grades 
7-12 on board school buses. 

The board directed Garfield to 
prepare a program which would 
require students in those grades to 
wear identification badges. The 


program would help to pinpoint 
those students responsible for 
trouble on buses 

The superintendent said he was 
not sure how long it would take to 
implement the ID program, which 
he explained will be done with school 
equipment and facilities. 

Board members granted tentative 
approval to a request from the 
Romulus Athletic Booster Club to 
pursue plans to light the Romulus 
Sr. High School athletic field. 

Garfield said the club would hold 
fund-raising projects to purchase 
lights and had set start of next 
school vear as its target date. 

Garfield told the board that a new 

business manager will be hired in 
the near future. He aplained that 
the 26 applicants for the vacant 
position had been narrowed down to 
10 and is now in the second phase.

Tax reforms to be aired

Proponents have touted the 
proposals as the means to bring 
government back irto line, while 
opponents charge that the proposals 
will bring government to its knees 

Because of the importance of the 
issue of tax reform and the almost 
universal confusion surrounding the 
three tax proposals, Associated 
Newspapers has arranged for the 
authors of the Three proposals to 
meet with the public Saturday, Oct. 
21, in Westland and discuss the goals 
and implications of their plans. 

Robert Tisch, author of the Tisch 
tax cutting amendment, Richard 
Headlee, chairman of the tax

to do with erasing the tape recorded 
minutes, which was alleged as 
another violation of the Open 
Meetings Act. 

His suit also asked that the tape 
recording of the Aug. 31 meeting be 
made available to him. 

Judge Dunn ordered that the 
defendants stop the holding of any 
closed meetings except those which 
were approved by a two-thirds vote 


of council and which were within the 
provisions permitted under the Open 
Meetings Act, according to Rush. 

The judge also directed that the 
defendants be enjoined from tem- 
porarily or permanently erasing the 
tape recording of the Aug. 31 session 
and that the tape be made available 
to Rush 

Rush told the Roman Friday that 
he had been given a tape of the Aug 


31 meeting by Fblmar, but that 
conversation on the tape was gar- 
bled and that the tape was of poor 
quality. 

A few days after the Aug. 31 
session, on Sept. 5. Rush said he had 
made his own tape recording of part 
of the taped minutes, but had been 
stopped from finishing the recording 
by Oakley and Treasurer Helen 
Galliea

High-rise critics 
demand overseer 


A newly-formed citizens group, 
upset over lack of information on the 
proposed new senior citizens high- 
rise building, has asked the city to 
appoint a watchdog to oversee the 
project and to supply information to 
the mayor, council and community. 

The request was contained in a 
letter handed in the city council at 
its session last week (Tuesday) by 
the Gtizens Against Exploitation 
Committee (CAE) 

The new- group is composed ot 
citizens, many of whom live near the 
proposed site of the high-rise, who 
are protesting its construction for a 
number of reasons 
Mayor W illiam M Oakley spoke to 
thegroupat the council meeting and 
explained • why he did not feel a 
formal hearing should be granted to 
theCAE at this time At the prev ious 
council meeting, council had told the 
group i t would give them a date for a 
special hearing on the high-rise 
After the letter was given to 
council by its spokesperson. Mrs 
Dianna M Burek. council 
unanimously agreed to listen to CAE 
before a rezorung hearing is set on 
the high-rise 

Also, at the council session Oct 3. 
CAE handed a position paper to 
council members with a lengthy list 
of what they felt to be unanswered 
questions on the high-rise 


The paper expressed the group’s 
concern over failure of Leo Sklar, 
the city’s agent on senior housing, to 
adequately provide information on 
many aspects of the proposed high- 
rise. Sklar is also the agent for North 
Cranbrook Associates, developers of 
the high-rise project and buyers of 
the old Romulus Elementary School 
on whose grounds the building will 
be built 

The letter given to council, and 
also addressed to the mayor, read 
“The Gtizens Against Ex- 
ploitation Committee is not familiar 
with the timetable nor the steps that 
North Cranbrook Associates have to 
follow before a rezoning hearing can 
be convened 

Therefore, we request that the 
council set the requested formal 
hearing date on the high-rise issue 
no later than two weeks before the 
rezoning hearing or sooner if and 
when the council can obtain full 
answers to all of our questions and 
grant us the assurances we desire 
“We realize that it may be a 
matter of months before all in- 
formation concerning this project is 
submitted intotal Therefore, during 
this interim, we urgently recom- 
mend that the council and-or mayor 
appoint a duly elected, unbiased 
representative of the people to

Civil Service 
for Romulus 
looms in 79 

Employes at the Romulis City 
Hall next year could find 
themselves under a new Gvil 
Service system 

City Council last week 
(Tuesday) unanimously ap- 
proved a resolution made by 
Councilman James Raspberry to 
place the proposal on the general 
election ballot in 1979 

Gerk Leonard J Folmar said 
Gvil Service classification for 
Romulus city employes went 
down to defeat 744-615 at the 
hands of voters in June of 1971. 

“Our city charter stipulates 
that if the Civil Service system 
failsonits first time on the ballot 
that is must be placed on the 
ballot two more times,” the 
clerk explained 

Under Civil Service, city 
employes would be assigned 
more specific job classifications 
and w ould have to pass qualifying 
examinations for entrance to new 
job positions and promotion to 
higher job classifications, the 
clerk said 

Theoretically, Civil Service 
would eliminate the practice of 
filling jobs through political 
patronage, although past ex- 
perience in some cases has not 
aiways shown this to be true

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Michigan Avenue paving resumes , averting lawsuit

Last-minute action in starting to 
pave Michigan Avenue last week 
averted a lawsuit by the City of 
Inkster 

Irate city officials, who claim they 
were misled by the State Highway 
Dept and Carlo Construction Co., 
are furious over the way they have 
been treated. 

“I’m most disturbed that the State 
Highway officials and other com- 
pany officials can make promises 
that they apparently didn’t intend to 
keep,” said City Manager Wally 
Arrowsmith. 

Arrows mith was fuming at the 
“run-around” that he and other city 
officials got from the state, he said. 

“We were given promises by the 
State Highway Department con- 
cerning the paving schedule of 
Michigan Ave. We sat here almost a 
month, believing the state was 
keeping its word in letting out bids to 
acquire cement from another 
source,” Arrowsmith said 

Becaise of a shortage of cement, 
the state promised city officials they 
would let out bids on Oct. 5 to buy 
30,000 tons. However, when Inkster 
city officials met with State High- 
way officials October 5th, they were 
told the state had “scrapped that 
plan”. 

“We weren’t even told they 
weren’t following through on their 
promise. Here we patiently wait 
three weeks, fully believing the state 
is keeping its promise to acquire the 
hard-to-get cement,” Arrowsmith 
said. 

TTien the state told Inkster of- 
ficials, including Arrowsmith and 
Mayor Terrel LeCesne that they had 
dropped plans to let out bids Oct. 5 
for cement.

That caused the feathers to hit the 
fan. 

LeCesne got so furious that he 
couldn’t See straight. He and other 
city officials immediately took steps 
to sue the State Highway Depart- 
ment and the Carlo Construction 
Co., which the state contracted to 
pave Michigan Ave. 

“Councilman James Colleran, 
myself and the city manager had 
intensive talks with the contractor, 
Mr. John Carlo, his construction 
manager and state officials," 
LeCesne explained 

LeCesne and the others met with 
Gerald McCarthy, deputy director of 
construction for the State Highway 
Dept. “We were determinedly trying 
to find out if the bids had been let to 
purchase the cement to pave 
Michigan Ave.," LeCesne pointed 
out. 

“McCarthy said those plans had 
been scrapped because he received 
a committment from some other 
source and he said it wasn’t 
necessary to go to the extreme of 
ordering extra cement.” 

“We’ve been in constant com- 
munication since last Thursday and 
even State Sen. David Plawecki’s 
office has been involved,” LeCesne 
said. 

“I told them if I saw evidence of 
them working Wednesday morning 
(yesterday), that I would accept 
that.” 

Wally Arrowsmith and Ed Taylor, 
director of public services, took 
separate trips down Michigan Ave. 
yesterday morning and reported 
there was definite evidence of 
progress. 

Arrowsmith said he was told that 
Carlo Co. will have at least 500 tons 
of cement a day, beginning Nov. 5, to 
pave Michigan Ave. Medusa Cement 
Co. of Ohio has promised to supply 
that much to Carlo Co. each day to 
keep the project going full-speed. 

Arrowsmith is extremely upset 
with the State Highway Dept. “The 
Michigan Avenue paving project 
was very poorly planned by the State 
Highway Department,” he said 
yesterday. 

“They shouldn’t have let them 
tear up the entire distance of 
Michigan Avenue if they weren’t 
going to try to finish the job as soon 
as they could. 

“We all know there are times 
when hold-ups occur, but they 
changed plans without even having 
the courtesy to tell us. We feel that is 
deception on their part.” 

Actually, Carlo Const. Co. has 235 
working days to finish the paving 
project. That means, technically, 


that they have until August of next 
year to complete the job 
However, Arrowsmith said

state would let Carlo Construction 


Co. pave into December. They need 
special permission from the state for 
this, and Alex Ubaniakk, district 


construction engineer for the State 
Highway Dept., said they would get 
that permission.

The company is now 
including leaflets 
describing the new plan 
with all urgent 
collection notices sent to 
its resi dentia 1 
customers. 

Under the plan, the 
designated third party 
is not obligated to pay 
the overdue bill or bills, 
but could remind the 
customer of the im- 
pending elecDjc service 
shut off. Th^|signated 
party also could advise 
Detroit Edison of 
special situations which 
would make electric 
service shut off inad- 
visable.

oversee this project on behalf of the 
city and its citizens, and to serve as 
a source of primary irformation for 
council, mayor and all of the citizens 
of Romulus." 

The CAE told the Roman that it 
would like to make the following 
points clear: 


“We are rot against senior low- 
cost housing in Romulus per se, but 
as reasonable citizens we demand to 
know all of the facts relating to any- 
proposed project within the city that 
will directly or indirectly affect our 
homes, families neighborhoods, 
taxes, property assessment, water 
and sewer bills, and our general 


well-being. 

“We feel the taxpayer must know 
what is going on before a rezoning 
hearing so that he or she can 
meaningfully address issues at said 
meeting 

“We feel that the council and 
mayor will be in a position to answer 


our questions and give us 
assurances at a formal hearing 
before a rezoning hearing, because 
Mr. Sklar is not only the city’s agent 
on senior housing, but also the agent 
for North Cr an brook Associates, the 
developer. 

“We can appreciate the council 


and mayor’s concern regarding the 
proposed new jet runway Clerk 
Leonard Folmar was quoted in the 
KM 1-78 issue of the Romulus Roman 
as saying, “The city wants to find 
out what the airport plans are so it 
can be in a position to know what to 
do.” We want to find out what the 
developers plans are in regard to the 


proposed high-rise site so we can be 
in a position to know what to do.” 

Among items which the CAE is

Donations to pay cost 


II complex 
Romulus 


The city of Romulus last week 
leased 13 acres of land it owns to a 
private organization for 10 years at a 
cost of $1 per year. 

The agreement by the city to 
accept $10 for that period of time is 
expected to pave the way for a 
$250,000 hardball baseball complex 
in the city that could be the proving 
ground for a future Babe Ruth or 
Mickey Mantle. 

Developers of the 10-year project 
is the Romulus North Little League 
which will build the hardball 
complex on the north side of the 
present Henry-Ruff -Beverly Park. 

Its president. Jack Moores, hopes 
to build the baseball complex in two 
five-year phases, with funds from 
private contributions ranging from 
$10 to $5,000 each. 

North Little League will soon 
distribute by mail and in person a 
brochure entitled “Grand Slam 
Building Club” . I ts members will be 
composed of contributors whose 
names will be shown on a giant 
bill board put up and co-sponsored by 
the Coca-Cola Co. 

Moores said the first five vears of 
the project will develop five baseball 
diamonds and fields, dugouts, 
double-deck scorekeeper's booth, 
fencing for all five fields, backstops 
for the fields, an electronic 
scoreboard and a centrally-located 
concession stand 

“The second five years will be 
devoted to installing equipment to 
light all five baseball fields, he 
explained 

Moores said North Little League 
expects to have 500 Romulus boys 
and girls from eight to 18 years of 
age competing on four different 
levels. 

In addition to private donations, 
the league's mainstay in fund 


raising will be the weekly Bingo 
game at 10:30 a m. each Thursday at 
the Progressive Hall in Romulus. 

“I’m not politically motivated, but 
I believe in giving credit where 
credit is due,” Moores commented 
“Without the help and assistance of 
Mayor Oakley and the city council, 
we would have had a hard time. 
They deserve a lot of credit.” 

He said council gave a unanimous 
vote on the leasing of the ground for 
the complex and that the mayor put 
the city’s staff at the leagues 
disposal in helping the organization 
get the land 

Contributions to the North little 
league baseball project will be made 
under eight different classifications 
with baseball-oriented names given 
donators who automatically become 
members of the Grand Slam 
Building Club as follows : 

1) $10 donation - “On deck” 
member who will receive an 
engraved felt pen signifying that 
ranking; 

2) $25 donation- “At bat” member 
who will receive a Paper Mate 
engraved pen and pencil set; 

3) $50 donation - “Single” member 
who will receive an engraved 
mounted baseball; 

4) $75 donation - “Double” 
member who will receive an 
engraved paper weight ; 

5) $100 donation - “Triple” 
member who will receive an en- 
scnbed wall plaque; 

6) $500 donation - “Home run” 
member who will have his name 
enscribed on one of the dugouts. 

7) $1,000 donation - “Grand slam” 
member who will have his name on 
the electronic scoreboard and on the 
double deck scorekeeper’s booth. 

8) $5,000 donation “Executive 
grand slam” member who will have 
one of the five baseball fields named 


after them and have their names 
enscribed on the backstops at the 
field and on the fences. 

“We hope to have state and 
regional baseball tournaments here 
in the near future with as many as 
3,000 spectators present to see the 
games,” Moore said. 

In addition, he pointed out, all 


contributors will have their names 
enscribed on the giant Coca-Cola 
billboard, regardless of the amount 
of money donated 
If everything works out as Moores 
anticipates, that paltry $10 received 
by the city of Romulus for its leased 
land will pay off big dividends for 
the city ’s youngsters 


New body to aid area 


Topping the action taken by 
trustees at last week's Sumpter 
Township Board meeting was the 
approval on a tentative basis of 
Henry Redman, township manager, 
as director of the newly-formed 
Southwestern Wayne Cointy Con- 
sortium 

The new consortium, made 
possible by a $56,000 federal grant 
recently received by Sumpter 
Township, would include Van Buren 
Township. Huron Township, 
Belleville and Romulus, in addition 
to Sumpter 

One of the main functions of the 
consortium would be to coordinate 
grant applications of the member 
communities on a regional basis 
According to Reman, it would make 
iteasier to obtain grants in this way 

He said the consortium would 
work on area problems which affect 
one or more d the member com- 
munities 

Remand explained that he would 
have to go to member communities 
to ensure their parbapation in the 
project and to confirm his 
management of the body 

The consortium is much like 
building a factory That’s where we 
are now Later, we would come up 
with the finished products.” he 
explained 

Once the organization got off the 
ground, he said it would utilize the 


expertise of technical personnel 
available in each member com- 
munity. 

In other action, the board ap- 
proved the receipt of $600,000 from 
the Farmers Home Administration 
in Lansing to supplement the $19 
million the organization has already 
advanced the township in a loan 
grant package for the Phase IV 
water line extension project 

Phase IV will construct 15 miles of 
water line extensions throughout the 
township and follows on the heels of 
Phase III with its 15 miles of water 
line extensions 

Also accepted by the Sumpter 
board was a $15,270 special needs 
program grant Of the total, $1,000 
will go toward the township’s new 
fire station and $14,270 towards 
purchase of a new fire truck 

Prospects for an 80-acre park for 
Sumpter Township took another step 
forward with the board approval of 
borrowing $32,500 from revenue 
sharing funds to pay for the park 
site 

The township will be reimbursed 
for that amount by the state 
Department of Natural Resources 

The park site is located at Sher- 
wood and Wear roads and contains a 
lake Presently. Sumpter has only 
one park. Park No 1 at Sumpter and

Fearing that in the final lap 
Canton Township would over- 
compromise to the business com- 
munity on the sign ordinance, 
citizens saw fit to vocalize ob- 
jections... Both at the Planning 
Commission and the township board 
levels. 

But until the township board 
meeting did the board realize that, 
whether or not the ordinance should 
be given approval, they had failed to 
take a very important procedural 
step. 

A Canton resident brought to their 
attention that the Wayne County 
Planning Commission might, in- 
deed, require review of the or- 
dinance before the township could 
act on it. 

Confirming the citizen’s point of 
order, former supervisor Robert 
Greenstein said in past incidences 
the board has forwarded the or- 
dinance to the county for review. 

The tabling to the county, was in 
effect, a manuever by the citizens in 
the audience to halt a possible 
“rush-order” move by the board to 
approve an ordinance that many 
feel was overly compromising to the 
business community. 

Greenstein, a candidate for 
trustee, said the board was acting in 
a highly unusual manner by placing 
the item on their Tuesday board 
agenda prior to the board having 
any knowledge of if the Planning 
Commission had approved the or- 
dinance the night before. 

“I can’t conceive of something this 
important being rushed through like 
this. No one understands it. I don’t, 
and I’m an attorney,” Greenstein 
said. 

He added that the item could 
affect the future look and at- 
mosphere of the township and 
considering that the ordinance has 
been significantly altered without 
additional study, it should not be 
acted upon. 

Other citizens noted that the size, 


amount, and length of time per- 
mitted for sign erection to be 
allowed in the ordinance was 
relaxed when compared to the 
original Sign and Berm Committee’s 
recommendation. That committee 
was comprised of residents and 
business people. 

Since their suggestions and 
recommendations were submitted 
vast alterations have occurred. One 
resident said it has been passed 
from hand-to-hand “like a box of 
popcorn” without ever being 
returned to the original committee 
for their review”. 

At the Planning Commission level 
Monday night Commissioners Brian 
Schwall and Joyce Willis both voted 
to table the matter, but were in the 
minority. 

Schwall said the compromising 
was more in favor of business in- 
terests than the citizens. 

Since the ordinance has hit the 
desks of Supervisor Harold Stein, 
and other board officials, many 
changes in sign size and placement 
have taken place. 

Free-standing, ground signs are 
larger and will be permitted in 
commercial areas. Today they are 
banned from the township, unless 
they fall under the classification of 
being non-conforming — in essence, 
the signs having been erected prior 
to the current ordinances adoption 
are permitted to stand. 

Billboards would be permitted in 
the new ordinance, if passed. 

Political signs in all districts, 
including the presently forbidden 
commercial, industrial, and 
agricultural districts, would be 
allowed. And that news did not 
appeal to residents in attendance. 

Carol Bodenmiller, candidate for 
trustee, did a brief comparison of 
the Sign and Berm Committee’s 
compromise suggestions and what 
the administration has done with the 
ordinance since that time. 

She said under commercial — - l 
zoning in the original report, 10-foot 
signs maximum were allowed. With

the new version 15-foot high signs 
would be permitted. 

In commercial-2 and 3 zones 32- 
square foot signs were permitted 
under the original code, but the new 
draft the board is considering, 
allows for 50-square foot signs. The 
height was increased from 6 feet to 
15 feet. 

“I don’t know who’s done this to 
the ordinance, but I think that when 
you have that much of a variance 
from the original compromise 
recommendation, the township 
should seriously consider studying 


this document,” Mrs. Bodenmiller 
suggested. 

While the various representatives 
of the business community urged the 
board to take action on the matter 
and bring the issue to an end, 
residents, for the most part, pleaded 
for further study. 

The county’s review of the 
document, coupled with the fact that 
the township is mandated by law to 
publish the latest version of the 
ordinance, postponement until after 
the November election is likely, if 
not inevitable.

Summer 
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of democratic action 


With the election o£ ’78-now 
winding up, it might be said 
with some accuracy that the 
issue of tax reform has far and 
away led all others in next 
November's balloting. 

Today’s influx of tax-related 
ballot proposals had its 
beginnings in 1976, and the first 
was then called Proposal 'C*. 

Following defeat by voters of 
that measure, the group calling 
itself Taxpayers United for Tax 
Limitation, regrouped its forces 
for the next round. 

Early in 1978, Taxpayers 
United named Richard Headlee 
honorary chairman for the 
renewed drive to gain approval 
of the state-wide limit on 
government spending. 

With its well-oiled public 
relations team, Taxpayers 
United began circulating 
initiative petitions to place the 
question on November’s ballot. 

While the drive was well 
organized and never in danger 
of faltering, the passage in June 
of California’s Proposition 13, 
brought an avalanche of sup- 
port for tax reform in Michigan. 

During the same period of 
time that Taxpayers United was 
making their push for petition 
signatures, Mr. Robert Lytle, 
owner of a Michigan 
manufacturing firm and 
publishing company, organized 
a drive to collect signatures to 
have his ‘Voucher Plan’ for 
financing education placed on 
the ballot. 

Lytle’s organization, like 
Headlee’s, benefited from the 
aftershock of Proposition 18. - 

A dark horse in the race to 
place tax reform on the 
Michigan ballot was Robert 
Tisch of Lainsburg, Michigan. 

Tisch, boasting the support of 
Jarvis Gann of California, had 
met with little early success in 
his efforts to gain wide support 
for his tax-cutting ballot 
proposal. 

It was not until the California 
voters overwhelmingly ap- 
proved the 7-billion tax-cutting 
measure that Tisch was finally 
able to gain the attention of the 
media. 

With that attention, and the 
local visits by Howard Jarvis, 
the Tisch petition drive gained 
momentum, winding up with an 
almost unbelievable last minute 
surge of support. 

With the filing of the petitions 
with the Michigan Secretary of 
State’s office, a new drama 
unfolded. 


Initially, the Tisch campaign 
was charged with violating 
provisions of Michigan’s law 
relating to non-profit 
organizations. While that 
charge apparently represented 
no threat to certification of the 
signatures, many in the Tisch 
camp and others outside saw 
the state action as bureaucratic 
interference with the 
democratic process. 

With that matter resolved, the 
question of certification itself 
arose with the decision by state 
officials to throw out their first 
sampling of signatures when 
their procedures were 
challenged by the Tisch sup- 
porters. 

In retrospect, it appears that 
the state board of canvassers 
was ready to deny both Tisch, 
and Lytle of the Voucher Plan, a 
spot on the ballot. But when 
workers for both proposals 
presented proof of errors in the 
state’s system, the decision was 
reconsidered and the Tisch plan 
was certified. 

Robert Lytle’s Voucher Plan, 
much like the Tisch proposal, 
met with little early state-wide 
voter support. But again, with 
the approval of Proposition 13 in 
California, the voucher 
proposal benefited from a surge 
of citizen backing. 

It has been estimated that this 
year’s 11 ballot proposals have 
attracted active support from 
more than two million Michigan 
residents. The petitions 
themselves for each of the 11 
proposals to be on November’s 
ballot, if stacked 100-to-the- 
inch, would make a pile more 
than 143 feet high and would 
represent the signatures of 
more than 3,4000,000 Michigan 
citizens. 

In the final analysis, whether 
the proposals are of value or 
not, it must be said that the 
spirit of the Michigan voter is 
best not underestimated. 

We think that the message 
has been sent. 

It really matters little what 
the outcome of November’s 
voting will be. Michigan 
residents have made their 
voices heard, in spite of special 
interest and deaf legislators. 

We salute the men and women 
who have exercised their right 
to petition their government. 

As long as those people 
remain, Michigan will stay on a 
steady course.

Seniors Housing is overdue

For years the City of Romulus and its senior 
citizens have pursued a common goal, one which 
would pay tribute to the founders of our com- 
munity, through Senior Citizen Housing.’ 

There is an undeniable necessity for housing to 
meet the needs of the citizens who have 
developed and built the community in which they 
now live and in which they choose to continue 
living. 

The goal may finally be reached as the city- 
appointed agent for Senior Citizen housing, Mr. 
Leo Sklar, has found properties shich meet the 
State and Federal requirements. 

After extensive studies, the City of Romulus 
acknowledges that there are no properties other 
than the downtown site, which meet these 
requirements. Those requirements are: A bank, 
a drug store, and a grocery store within walking 
distance of the Senior Citizen Housing Complex. 
This general location also offers additional 
advantages of readily available personal ser- 
vices, such as those of dentist, doctor, lawyer, 
barber, beautician and cleric. With all these 
positive pieces falling into place, Mr. Sklar and 


the city are doing everything possible to get 
State and Federal approval so that this project 
can actually get off the ground. 

It is beyond my comprehension how anyone, 
because of their own personal fears, can object 
to this type of housing in our community. 

Not only would this Senior Citizen Housing 
Complex upgrade the area, but it would bring a 
long-needed revitalization to the downtown 
sector of the city. It would give the businessmen 
an incentive to improve the appearances of their 
buildings and provide a larger variety of goods 
for shoppers. This would all be done at no cost to 
the taxpayers. In no way would it take away or 
drastically change the residential atmosphere of 
this area of Romulus. 

As explained by Mr. Sklar, this housing 
complex would have a built-in security system, 
and a well-lighted parking area. It would be 
beautifully landscaped. As to fire protection, 
each unit would be equipped with fire alarms and 
fire walls that would contain a fire in the in- 
dividual apartment in which it might start. This

Health Beat 

'Metrics is a simple matter... '

If current plans obtain, it will not be too 
long before we in the United States make a 
total switchover to the metric system of 
weights and measures. 

Hospital professionals have used 
metrics for a long time, and are not 
seriously threatened by this contemplated 
change. However, as I wander through the 
various PCHA communities I find people 
who are downright terrified at the 
prospect of using kilograms instead of 
pounds or liters rather than quarts. 

You should first understand that the 
metric system has been with us for quite 
some time — since the time of the French 
Revolution in 1789 to be precise. 

It seems that civilizations have, for 
centuries, agonized over what exact 
system of weights and measures ought to 
be employed. 

The Royal Society of London, in the last 
part of the 17th century (1660), initiated a 
project to establish a system for decimal 
measurement. 

According to 'Columbia' magazine in an 
article written by Doris Revere Peters, the 
French just ten years later suggested a 
different system based on a unit they 
named the milliare. A milliare is the 
length of one minute of arc of a great circle 
of the Earth. 

Neither the British nor the first French 
system were accepted, and it remained 
until 1789 before the metric system was 
adopted by the scientific community. 

The metric system is based on powers of 
10, and is really quite simple once a person 
understands the basics. 

A standard measurement of length can 
be thought of as a meter. Once you learn 
the various prefixes, the system becomes 
obvious and clear. 


For instance, a kilometer is 1000 meters 
(the prefix kilo means 1000). To translate 
our current system of miles to kilometers, 
all one must do is multiply the distance in 
miles by 0.62; i.e., if it is 100 miles between 
two cities, divide the 100 by 0.62 and you 
see that in metrics that distance is 161.29 
kilometers. Conversely, if you wish to 
translate kilometers to miles, multiply the 
distance in kilometers by 0.62. 

The speed limit in the US today is 55 
mph; in metrics, this equals 88 kilometers 
to miles, multiply the distance in 
kilometers by 0.62. 

The speed limit in the US today is 55 
mph; in metrics, this equals 88 kilometers 
per hour (55 divided by 0.62-88). Again, all 
you must remember is that 0.62 is the 
operative number. 

When you donate blood at a blood bank 
— or if you receive bloodat a hospital — the 
basic measure is called one unit, which is 
equal to 500 cc’s which is approximately 
one pint. There are 100 cc’s in a liter which 
is equal to a little better than 1.75 pints — 
almost one quart. Half of one quart is one 
pint, and obviously, half of 1000 cc’s is 500 
cc’s. Simple, huh? 

Many ask just why we found it necessary 
in this country to initiate the switch to 
metrics. 

The two most compelling reasons are 
uniformity and economy coupled with 
precision and accuracy. 

Have you ever wondered just how we 
derive some of the measures we use 
today? Well, a foot was determined in 1798 
by the British as the distance covered by 36 
barley corns laid end to end. An inch was 
represented by three of those 36 corns, 
which made the inch one twelfth of the 
font 


And get this one A yard was established 
as the distance from the outstretched 
fingers to the tip of the nose of King Edgar 
— an obscure Angolo-Saxon king of the 
10th century 

One meter equals 39.37 inches — just a 
little more than a yard. Thus, in the 
Olympic Games, the 100-meter dash is 
109.36 yeards as we would rekon the 
distance The so-called metric mile is 1500 
meters which is not quite one mile. Again, 
all one must do is remember the basics 
and the translations come easily. 

In some instances, we’ve already been 
using metrics but not identifying it as 
such. A standard twin-size bed is 39 by 75 
inches. That is almost exactly 1 by 2 
meters. 

Now for temperature. 

We are used to expressing heat or cold in 
degrees Fahrenheit, a system wherein 
freezing is said to occur at +32 degrees 
and boiling at +212 degrees 
This system was developed by Gabriel 
Fahrenheit, a German instrument maker 
who, for whatever reason(s), arbitrarily 
established those two key numbers above 
a zero reference as the points for freezing 
and boiling. 

It remained for a Swedish astronomer, 
Anders Celsius, to develop a more logical 
system in which freezing is at 0 degrees 
and boiling at +100 degrees. Most 
weatherpeople today give both degrees F 
and C. 

There are, no doubt, many who will fight 
the introduction of the metric system I 
suggest, however, that those people would 
be better served if they were to take the 
time to learn metrics; be pragmatic, it’s 
here, so why fight it?

Attorney General rules Dyer's jobs are 'incompatible'

In the opinion from Attorney 
General Frank J. Kelley, Dr. 
Timothy J. Dyer is holding two 
"incompatible" jobs as superin- 
tendent of Wayne-Westland Com- 
munity Schools and member of the 
Eastern Michigan University Board 
of Regents. 

The opinion, dated Sept. 25, was 
brought to light this week by Dr. 
Vincent J. Petitpren, the man who 
was ousted from the Wayne- 
Westland school board nearly three 
months ago because of a similar 
charge of incompatibility, based on 
"possible conflict of interest." 
Petitpren is superintendent of the 


Taylor Public Schools. 

In July. Dyer stated: "If an at- 
torney general’s opinion is handed 
down similar to the one in this 
(Petitpren s) case, I’d resign.” 

However, yesterday, when asked 
what he is going to do as a result of 
the recent attorney general’s 
opinion. Dyer said he would not 
react until he gets advice from the 
attorneys for the EMU Board of 
Regents. 

"I informed the chairman of the 
board (of the opinion), and he turned 
it over to our attorney," Dyer said. 
“They (the Board of Regents) have 
serious reservations about it. They 
cannot understand its contradictions 
with past attorney general 


opinions.” 

Dyer said the board chairman 
asked him to take no action until the 
lawyers could examine past at- 
torney general opinions. Dyer added 
that this new opinion appears to “fly 
in the face of a previous decision" 
given in the case of a city clerk 
serving on the board of regents. 

He also maintains that the opinion 
seems to contradict previous court 
precedent that "establishes higher 
education (colleges) of the state as 
independent corporate bodies not 
subject to control of the State 
Department of Education." 

The next meeting of the Board of 
Regents is Wednesday, and Dyer 
said he assumes he will take part in 
the meeting. 


Dyer was appointed to the Board 
of Regents by the governor on Jan. 
26, 1973. On July 1, 1973, he became 
Wayne-Westland superintendent. 

It was Petitpren who requested 
the attorney general’s opinion on 
Dyer. Petitpren was removed from 
the board as a result of an earlier 
attorney general’s opinion that said 
his two positions posed a possible 
conflict. At the time, he pointed out 
that if the concept of “potential" 
conflictwerecarried through, then a 
lot of people in similar situations 
could be affected. 

In Kelley’s opinion on Dyer, he 
noted that the considerations used in 
the Petitpren opinion also are 
revelenttothe Dyer incompatibility. 


Petitpren challenges Warmbier on 
compatibility of school, city posts

Warmbier on an alleged “conflict of 
interest” charge. 

It was because of potential conflict 
of interest that Petitpren was 
bumped from the board by his fellow 
members back in July. He is also 
superintendent of Taylor Public 
Schools, and an attorney general’s 
opinion called the two positions 
incompatible. That contention, and 
Petitpren’s ouster, were upheld in 
Wayne County Circuit Court. 

Warmbier has been a member of 
the Wayne Planning Commission 
since 1965, and a member of the 
Wayne Zoning Board of Appeals 
since 1963. He has remained in those 
unpaid positions since becoming a 
board member. 

Petitpren said that "according to 
the potential of incompatibility 
ruling in the case of Petitpren versus 
the Board of Education, it is in- 
compatible for Warmbier to sit on 
the Wayne-Westland school board, 
as well as the Wayne Zoning Board 
of Appeals and Planning Com- 
mission." 


He said that if Warmbier’s seat on 
the board is not vacated, and he 
continues to sit on the Wayne 
commissions, he will form a citizen 
committee and take Warmbier to 
court to get an injunction preventing 
him from sitting on the board. 

Petitpren contends that Warm- 
bier’s two city commission positions 
pose a real conflict on interest, not 
just a potential conflict. He main- 
tains that on those commissions he 
makes decisions that can affect land 
value and taxes on property in the 
city. And the entire city is in the 
Wayne-Westland School District. 

However, Warmbier responded by 
explaining the function of the two 
commissions. 

"The Planning Commission is 
strictly a recommending body to the 
City Council. We have no control," 
Warmbier explained. We could 
recommend that the council do 
something, and they could say no." 

The Zoning Appeals Board can 
only grant variances as far as 
construction on property already 


zoned. It does not have the power to 
change zoning, Warmbier said, but 
rather decides such matters as 
whether or not Burger King can 
have a sign that is taller than the 
ordinance allows. 

“As far as I’m concerned, if the 
attorney general says it is a conflict, 
I’ll resign the two positions (on the 
city boards)," he said. “If Vince 
(Petitpren) has a question on it, the 
place to go is to the a ttomey general 
and get an opinion." 

“But I’ve never seen anything in 
my service on either board that 
would be a conflict." 

It was Warmbier who originally 
requested that the board get an 
attorney general’s opinion on 
Petitpren’s positions as board 
member in Wayne-Westland and 
superintendent in Taylor. 

Asked if his charges against 
Warmbier and similar ones against 
Supt. Tim Dyer, might be construed 
as sour grapes, Petitpren replied: 
“All I’m talking about is equal 
justice under the law.” 


In summarizing the in- 
compatibility ruling on Dyer, Kelley 
referred specifically to the fact that 
the EMU Board of Regents enters 
into contracts with local school 
districts regarding training of 
student teachers, rental of facilities 
and “numerous" other purposes. 

“It is apparent that there is a 
substantial potential for conflict 
when the same person serves as both 
a member of the board of control (of 
EMU) and as the superintendent, or 
a member of the board of education, 
of a local school district, par- 
ticularly when the school district is 
in reasonably close proximity to the 
university. 

"No person can objectively 
represent and protect the interests 
of both boards in entering into a 
contract between the two boards ” 

Kelley used very similar words in 
his description of Petitpren’s 
situation. In both cases, the 
"potential for conflict” argument is 
used. Kelley said it applied to 
Petitpren, regardless of the 
remoteness of the possibility for 
conflict, although in the Dyer case 
he refers to a "substantial potential 
for conflict." 

Petitpren is still convinced that he 
was and is being denied his con- 
stitutional rights with the

prohibition that he cannot serve on 
theschool board. He maintains that: 
“Frank Kelley made gross errors 
and should reverse the decision in 
my case." 

However, when Petitpren took 
that contention to Wayne County 
Circuit Court, Judge Thomas 
Roumell ruled in favor of the school 
board in ousting him. Petitpren is 
appealing to the Cbirt of Appeals.

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Snack time 


It’s snack time for many of the 
Canada geese that inhabit Ken- 
sington Metropark. or stop for a 
breather on their way south. Park 
visitors will find the geese along the 
Huron River, on Kent and Wildwing 


lakes or in Kingfisher Lagoon 
(above). Always ready for a hand- 
out, this park visitor found the geese 
near the park’s nature center 
building weren’t shy about ac- 
cepting munchies. 


Ducks and geese 
stop at metropark 
during trip south 


Ducks, geese and swans are 
migrating this time of year through 
southeastern Michigan, with many 
species stopping to rest and feed at 
Kensington Metropark near 
Brighton and Milford. 

Naturalist Bob Hotaling estimated 
that perhaps 20 species of ducks may 
be seen at the metropark, including 
Widgeons, Mergansers, Goldeneyes, 
Scaup, Ringnecks, Bufflehead and 
Ruddy Ducks, while other water- 
birds that visit include Loons, 
Grebes and Coots. Whistling Swans 
sometimes are seen in November. 

Hotaling said the most familiar 
waterfowl are the Canada (not 
Canadian — an incorrect descrip- 
tion) Geese, which are easily 
recognized by their large size, 
honking sounds and V-formation 
flight patems. Most are enroute to 
their wintering grounds in the south 
or along the East coast. 

Canada Geese often are scattered 
throughout the park— along the 
Huron River, on Kent and Wildwing 
lakes or on Kingfisher Lagoon by the 
nature center building. It is near the 
nature center that most visitors like 
to admire the geese and also provide 
a hand-out. 

Often Canada Geese fly in during 
the morning, spend the day in the 
park and leave in the late afternoon 
for favorite feeding and sleeping 
sites. Although they usually are 


found in the water, the geese ac- 
tually spend a lot of timeon land, 
grazing on grass, a favorite food 

Several hundred Canada Geese 
choose Kensington Metropark for 
their permanent home. Many may 
be found by the “Goose Platform” 
near the nature center building. The 
geese are always hungry, gobbling 
up hand-outs from human 
benefactors. Although most persons 
bring bread or crackers, com offers 
much more nutrition. 

Canada Geese may be recognized 
by their long necks. Large size ( they 
average 10-15 lbs.), and black, 
brown and white coloration with 
white cheek patches. They almost 
never stop “talking" of “honking”. 
They often are seen in family groups 
of 6 to 8 birds. 

If you haven’t seen Kensington’s 
geese, take a drive out to the park. 
The geese will welcome you with 
open mouths. 

Canada Geese will be the subject 
of a special program to be held at the 
nature study area of Kensington 
Metropark on Oct. 28 at 9 a m. Slides 
and discussion will be provided. 
Participants should meet at the 
nature center and bring food for the 
geese. 

Advance registration is required.

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Golfer's dream: 

Pebble Beach comes to Westland

Golf may soon be competing with 
racquetball and bowling as popular 
indoor sports in Westland this 
winter. 

Winter golf? 

That’s exactly right, according to 
Dean Gherardini. a yoing man with 
a novel idea, a half completed 
building and the sole rights in the 
area to an indoor golf system called 
golf-o-tron. 

He’s hoping to open for business in 
November, offering Westlanders the 
opportunity to “play” such 
renowned golf courses as Pebble 
Beach (California) without ever 
setting foot out of Westland. Without 
ever setting foot onto an actual golf 
course, in fact. 

His 9,600 square foot structure, 
located with foresight right next to 
Westland’s newnine-holegolf course 
on Merriman Road south of Cherry 
Hill, is moving toward completion. 

The structure is up, but the indoor 
work must be completed within a 
month if the place is to open by mid- 
November as planned. Gherardini is 
in the process of applying to the 
state (he already has city approval) 
for a liquor license in the name of 
Westland Indoor Golf, Inc. to 
operate a lounge in the building. 

But the main attractions have yet 
to be installed. 

And those are 10 electronic 
machines set up behind 10 by 10 foot 
projection screens. They will bring 
to life, via film projectors, seven 
well known professional golf courses 
from throughout the country. 

The golfer will stand at his tee, 14 
feet from the screen, select his club, 
and take his shot, as he looks out 
onto the green of the golf range 

In reality, his ball will hit the 
screen and drop, but with the magic 
of the machine, thegolfer will “see” 
his ball fly through the air toward 
the green. It will land, then the 
projector will visually “walk” him 
up to the ball, where he will take 


another shot, and continue on like 
that until he gets within putting 
range. Then, he will putt right on the 
floor of the cubicle. 

The system operates with elec- 
tronic sensors, explained Gherar- 
dini. 

Sensors located under the tee 
measure the angle of the swing and 
how the club hits the ball. The ball 
then hits the the screen, where 
another set of sensors picks up the 
direction it’s going i n and where and 
how far away it will land. 

The screen is bullet proof, 
Gherardini added, so it will 
withstand even the fastest drives. 

There will be 10 cubicles on the 
large room, separated by heavy 
curtains. However, the curtains will 
go only about two-thirds of the way 
up the sides from the screen, so 
golfers can see one another at the 
tees, and onlookers can stand behind 
the golfers to watch. 

Each cubicle accommodates a 
foursome, or players can practice 
alone. The player controls the game, 
meaning he can re play a hole, or 
skip one, if he chooses, Gherardini 
said. 

Seven of the most famous golf 
courses in the coin try will be 
available for play at the range, all 
brought to you on the silver screen. 

The building will also contain a 
pro shop, in addition to the lounge 
and 10 golf-o-trons, and a 
professional golfer will be on hand to 
give lessons, Gherardini said. 

Another feature will be a golf 
swing analyzer, again operated with 
electronic sensors, that will help 
players find out their mistakes and 
improve their swing. 

The manufacturer of the indoor 
golf equipment is in New York City, 
and goes by the name Golf-O-Tron 
It is endorsed by the Professional 
Golfers’ Association, according to 
Gherardini. 

In Westland, the company 
operating the place will officially

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Achieves state-wide recognition 


Project Metric: It's come a long way in four years 



Project Metric has come a long 
way since its debut four years ago in 
the Wayne-Westland Community 
Schools. 

At that time, the district dubbed 
itself “Metric City U.S.A.” and 
launched a program to educate 
youngsters on the metric system of 
measurement. 

Today, as the federally funded 
program begins its fifth year, it has 
achieved a status of state-wide 
recognition. 

It recently was named a 
“demonstration project” for the 
State of Michigan. As such, the 
program staff will be available to all 
Michigan school districts to assist 
them in implementing their own 
metric programs, based on Wayne- 
Westland’s model. 

Designation as a state demon- 
stration project is a gola that many 
projects, such as metric, have when 
they begin pilot programs en- 
compassing new educational ideas. 
Of the 16 projects state-wide that 
started with Project Metric in 1974, 
four have made it as far as Wayne- 
Westland’s, said director Thomas 
Yack, who has headed up the 
program since it began. 

Project Metric was one of 18 


programs declared demonstration 
projects recently by the Michigan 
Department of Education. It is the 
only metric program, said Yack. 

The department scrutinizes the 
project’s performance, and 
especially its student impact data, to 
determine if it has been a “success.” 

During the first three years of the 
federally funded project, Yack and 
his staff of one assistant and 
secretary operated soley in Wayne- 
Westland, teaching teachers to 
teach other teachers and students 
metric measurment. Parents and 
the community were involved in 
workshops for metric awareness as 
well. 

Using the “hands on" approach, 
workshops were held to show the 
system of measurement that is the 
standard throughout most of the 
world. 

During those years, the staff 
compiled materials and lesson 
activities that have now been 
organized into large looseleaf books 
that the project will make available 
to other Michigan districts. 

During the fourth year of the 
grant. Project Metric had to “prove 
itself” to the state by taking its 
program and putting it into practice 


in another school district. That 
experimental year was spent 
teaching teachers in a St. Clair 
Shores school district how to teach 
metrics to students 

The students in St. Clair Shores 
were tested and came up with more 
than 85 percent mastery of the 
program’s objectives. Yack said. 

As a state demonstrator, any 
district in Michigan can contact 
Project Metric, which will still be 
headquartered in Wayne-Westland 
at Tinkham School, and ask for 
training. 

The staff administrators— Yack 
and associate director Eleanor 
Petty— will go to the district and 
teach teachers. They also will sell 
the book of lessons to districts, with 
or without the in-serviceing. 


“Profits” will go back into the 
program. 

School districts are eligible for 
state grants up to $5,000 to im- 
plement their own metric programs, 
including training from Yack and 
Ms. Petty, Yack said. This cost 
would include printing of materials, 
purchase of supplies, training of 
teachers, and such. The district 
would probably have to add some of 
its own funds, as welll, to thoroughly 
implement a program, he added. 

Yack and Mrs. Petty, former 
principal of Wilson School, still are 
employees of the Wayne-Westland 
Community Schools, but are paid 
with grant funds through the 
government, which has sponsored 
the project since the beginning.

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New Science Center is 
close encounter with reality 


Want to flirt with the galaxies as 
you travel thousands of miles into 
space— or swim the underseas 
waters through schools of fish— or 
experience an aerial close encounter 
with snow-peaked mountain ranges? 

Nothing is left to the imagination. 
The tour that boggles the mind 
begins with the sensation of being 
shot out of the core of a volcano and 
funneled out into space. From the 
comfort of a tilted, reclining chair 
the fantastic journey begins. 

It actually starts upon entering the 
gleaming new Detroit Science 
Center, located in the heart of the 
cultural center of Michigan’s largest 
city. 

From the lobby the visitor is 
transported to the lower show level 
via an escalator which tunnels 


through an array of multi-colored, 
flashing lights and thence to the 
Science Center Space Theatre. 

The Space Theatre has no walls as 
it is completely dome-shaped, 67Vfc 
feet in dimater. This, in itself, is the 
motion picture screen that en- 
velopes and completely wraps 
around the viewer. From the pitch 
blackness of the darkened theatre, 
the showing of "Cosmos” begins as 
the viewer is vaulted into space and 
becomes an eye witness to the 
forming of galaxies; meteors on all 
sides zip through the black void. 

Suddenly the viewer finds himself 
in the depths of the ocean; then 
inside an atom and then ex- 
periencing a brief excursion around 
snow-capped mountain summits. 

All of this is made possible 


Canton 's projected 
budget logs jump 
of 15 percent in '79 


In spite of a state wide move to cut 
property tax bills, the Canton 
Township projected budget for 1979 
is a seven-digit figure. 

Board members, next Tuesday, 
are expected to pass the $3,284,000 
package., up 15-percent from last 
year. ' 

Newly created departments in the 
township, rising legal fees and union 
salary hikes have helped to inch the 
budget up. 

In the area of recreation, four new 
full-time positions have been 
proposed. A $22,176 a year 
superintendent’s job has been 
created. 

Proposed are three additional 
positions of a full-time nature. One is 
for a $14,000 a year recreation 
supervisor’s slot, another for a 
senior citizens coordinator position 
with a salary of $13,000, and a third 
is for a full time maintenance person 
at $18,000. 

Much controversy has been 
centered around the positions that 
are currently only partime. Trustee 
Lynn Goldsmith has been concerned 
that the township might try to hire 
current part-time employees for the 
new positions without those persons 
submitting to competitive 
examinations. 

But Mike Gorman, Finance 
Director, said that testing will be 
required 

Total recreation budget costs are 
expected to reach $186,000. 

Township legal fees are projected 
to reach $40,000 in 1979. That is

considered a conservative estimate 
by Gorman who notes that each year 
the legal fees have risen. 

Back in 1974 legal fees came to 
$12,444, and in 1975 the total bill for 
the year came to $24,833, doubling 
the year before. 

During Supervisor Harold Stein’s 
administration, legal fees doubled 
again. In 1976 the annual cost was 
$35,120, and in 1977 it hit the $50,000 
mark. • 

Reaching a six-digit level, the

climb in numbers to the increase in

Even though Canton voters turned 
down a millage for a library, the cost 
to contract for library book services 
from Wayne and Plymouth comes to 
$60,000, according to budget 
projections.

At the theramin exhibit, for 
example, visitors are invited to play 
this electronic Instrument which 
produces musical tones without 
touching it. It is described as the 
first truly electronic musical in- 
strument. 

Visitors also are invited to match 
wits with a computer in the game of 
tic-tac-toe. The challenge is to beat 
the machine. 

Special live presentations are 
offered to groups of 15 to 60 persons 
free of additional charge, en- 
compassing such subjects as 
demonstrations of electricity, 
chemicals, heat, light and sound. 
One of the demonstrations includes 
the hologram, which is a three- 
dimensional image exposed on 
photographic film by using lasar 
light. 

Younger visitors are fascinated by 
the Rainbow Reaction demon- 
stration where chemical reaction 
produces a spectrum of colors. In 
another demonstration, angular 
momentum, the principle of the 
gyroscope, is played before 
delighted audiences. 

Admission is $2 for older children 
and adults and $1 for children five 
yers old and younger, which in- 
cludes one "Cosmos” showing and 
visits to the exhibits. The The 
Science Center, located at 5020 John 
R. St., is open seven days a week.

Heritage Hospital in Taylor, one of 
five operated by the Peoples 
Community Hospital Authority, 
received approval Sept. 11 to 
complete construction of the facility 
housing the radiology department. 

When Heritage Hospital was built, 
a special procedures room was 
partially completed. Now the plans 
call for completing the work, which 
includes lead-lined walls and in- 
stallation of the equipment. At a 
total cost of $390,000 for equipment 
and construction, the project will be 
completed this month. 

Justification for approval was 
based on the fact that more than 35 
physicians indicated their desire to 
order special procedures at 
Heritage Hospital and anticipate 
that approximately 1,200 procedures 
would be done each year. 

The apparatus will perform 
various contract studies such as 
arteriograms, angiograms, and 
pace maker insertions. 

The decision was approved by the 
Health Planning Council of 
Southeastern Michigan and state 
administrators of the federal Hill- 
Burton program.

5) such certificates as birth, 
marriage, organization and-or union membership, 
educational, military, 6) bank accounts and safety 
deposit boxes, 7) financial papers such as trust funds, 
8) all recent tax returns or W2 forms. 

Sometimes this Information turns up information about 
assets either forgotten about or not known of by the 
survivors.

Walnuts, butternuts and hickory 
nuts are a familiar part of the wild 
harvest to be reaped in Michigan’s 
forests. But, to the person who 
knows the other edibles that 
forestlands provide, nuts are just the 
beginning. 

“Dozens of wild fruits, seeds, roots 
and other plant parts can be har- 
vested and eaten,’’ says Mel 
Koelling, Extension forester at 
Michigan State University. He urges 
anyone thinking about harvesting 
wild edibles on private land to get 
the landowner’s permission before 
collecting. And he urges novices to 
spend some time with an expert and 
a reliable plant identification guide 
to learn how to identify the plants 
that are safe eating. 

“If you’re not sure that a plant is 
edible, don’t eat it,” he cautioned. 
“Harvest only the things that you’re 
sure of.” 

Nuts are a good crop for begin- 
ners, Koelling suggests. Black 
walnut, butternut and several kinds 
of hickory are native to Michigan. 
Among the hockories, shagbark 
hickory is the most highly prized for 
its nuts. Some types of hickory have 
bitter nuts. It pays to be able to tell 
the difference. 

Another nut harvested less 
frequently because of its small size 
is the beechnut. This triangular, 
thin-shelled, oily nut can be eaten as 
is or roasted. After roasting and 


grinding, it can be used as a sub- 
stitute for coffee Though it takes a 
lot of beechnuts to make a bushel, 
they are easier to crack than the 
larger walnuts, butternuts and 
hickories They’re ready for harvest 
after the outer husk turns from 
green to brown 

Native American edible chestnuts 
have been all but wiped out by 
disease. Any “chestnuts” you find 
growing wild are almost certainly 
buckeyes, or horse chestnuts, which 
are poisonous. 

Today people rarely think of 
eating acorns, but the Indians used 
to gather large quantities of them to 
roast or to grind into meal and bake 
into nutritious bread. They removed 
the tannin, which gives the nuts 
their bitter flavor, by soaking the 
meal in water and then filtering it, 
or by boiling and leaching it with 


ashes. Members of the white oak 
family generally have sweeter 
acorns that are better for food than 
acorns from black oaks 

The Indians also ate the large, 
sugary pods of the honey locust. The 
seeds of black locust, however, 
reportedly are poisonous. The 
Kentucky coffee tree gets its name 
from the use of its seeds, ground and 
roasted, as a coffee substitute. 

Pawpaw fruits, three to five in- 
ches long and dark brown, look like 
small bananas. The soft, sweet, 
yellow pulp inside is reminiscent of 
egg custard. They ripen in late 
autumn. 

Crabapples, hawthorn fruits, wild 
cherries, wild plums, service berries 
and chokeberries are all members of 
the rose family that produce edible

fruits. Wild plums and ser- 
viceberries — also known as 
juneberries — can be eaten fresh or 
made into pies, jellies or preserves. 
The others, which tend to be tart or 
seedy — or both — are better used in 
jelly. 

Other edible fruits of the forest 
include mulberry, hackberry and 
elderberry. Mulberries are sweet, 
juicy and purplish. They can be 
eaten fresh or made into pies, jellies 
and jams. Hackberries also are 
sweet enough for munching out of 
hand. Pies, jams, jellies and wines 
can be made from the purplish or 
bluish elder fruits. 

Tea made by brewing small pieces 
of roots and rootbark from the 
sassafras tree is a common 
beverage and “spring tonic.” 

Some of the forest’s other edible 


plant parts might have little appeal 
except as emergency foods The 
inner bark of aspens, cottonwoods, 
alders, birches, hickories, slippery 
elm, American elm, sassafras and 
basswood is reportedly edible. The 
Indians used to eat the inner bark of 
pines, hemlocks, spruces and firs. 
The buds of basswood are edible raw 
or cooked The flower buds, flowers 
and young pods of redbud can be 
fried in butter and eaten. 

One forest food that was important 
to the Indians and the pioneers 
remains economically important 
today. That’s maple syrup. Sugar 
maple is the tree most commonly 
tapped for its sweet saD. but black 
maple, silver maple and boxelder 
also may be harvested Though their 
sap is not as sweet, black walnuts, 
hickories and even birches can also 
be tapped.

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Inkster arrests clear up 23 burglary incidents 


Inkster police said last week that 
they have cleared up at least 23 of 28 
recent break-ins with the arrest of 
two men. 

The defendants, Roy ce Frederick 
Russell, 19, of 1875 Lexington, and 
James Taylor III, address unknow, 
were arraigned in an outcounty 
courtroom last week and charged 
with breaking and entering. They 
were released on bonds and 
returned for preliminary 
examination on October 18 in 
Inkster. 

“We feel that we have cleared up 
at least 23 of the 28 recent break-ins 
in the northwest section of the city,” 
said Det. Sgt. James Buckley 
“What is so inusual about this case 
is that most of the B & Es were in the 
daylight hours. 

Sgt. Buckley added “that we have 
executed four search warrants and 
have recovered several hundred 
dollars worth of the alleged loot." 

Police said that on October 5 they 
instigated a saturation of the nor- 
thwest section of the city following a 
rash of breakins in the area. 


As a result of police survelliance, 
officers Charles Hines and Randy 
Macko, spotted the defendant 
Russell and another man in the area 
of Oakwood and Harrison. The 
defendant was in a 1971 Ford 
Maverick. After trailing the 
suspects, the two officers stopped 
and questioned them and dscovered 
a reported stolen television set in the 
back of the vehicle. 

Further investigation by police 
resulted in the arrest of Taylor.

Police said they have obtained a 
warrant charging James Dale 
Johnson, 31, who gave an alias, 
Marchel Palmer, of Ypsilanti, with 
illegal entry.

New laws protect 
pregnant workers 


(This is one of a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law on 
their private legal affairs should 
consult with a private attorney.) 

For some time now, both state and 
federal laws have moved toward 
protecting pregnant women against 
discrimination — in hiring, in 
promoting and in remaining on the 
job for as long as medically ad- 
visable. Forced maternity leave and 
denial of accrued seniority during- 
maternity leave also have been 
deemed illegal. 

Now, once again, pregnant 
women’s rights have been expanded 
in Michigan. Just this year, an 
amendment ot Michigan’s Civil 
Rights Act was passed, requiring 
employers to include disability 
payments to pregnant employees in 
their disability benefit and health 
insurance plans and to allow sick 
leave to be used for pregancy- 
related illnesses. This does not mean 
every employer must offer a 
disability benefit plan. But, if one 
exists or is offered, it must cover the 
disabilities suffered by women as 
well as men. * 

In the past, disability plans have 
been written to exclude benefits for 
pregnancy disability. Health in- 
surance plans failed to cover 
medical services needed by women. 


such as pre-natal care, x-rays and 
laboratory tests connected with 
pregnancy. Now, plans which 
provide otherwise comprehensive 
coverage also must cover these 
services. 

These protections evolved because 
of a number of U.S. Supreme Court 
decisions. Those decisions have 
collectively made it more and more 
difficult to discriminate against 
women simply because of 
pregnancy — regardless of their 
marital status. Such discrimination 
is in violation of Title VII of the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 and the United 
States Consti tuition. 

A spokesperson for the Depart- 
ment of Civil Rights indicates that 
employers have been slow to heed 
the law and its ramifications. Many 
teachers, for example, have been 
unable to use their accumulated sick 
leave for pregnancy-related 
disability or illness. But the law now 
states that pregnant employees are 
entitled to disability payments 
during pregnancy, and their sick 
leave can be used for most 
legitimate medical reasons, in- 
cluding those related to pregnancy. 

Any person who believes that she 
has been denied disability coverage 
or medical insurance benefits 
because of pregnancy may file a 
complaint with the Department of 
Civil Rights, 520 Seymour St. 
Lansing 48933.

Furnace should be checked after long summer layoff 


Colder weather means residential 
furnaces are opera ting again after a 
long summer layoff, and one utility, 
Michigan Consolidated Gas Co., is 
reminding homeowners that there 
are several steps they can take 
themselves to make sure their 
furnace is working efficiently and 
safely. 

Fred H. Mclntire, vice-president 
Distribution System Operations, 
said the wisest step a homewoner 
can take is to call a licensed heating 
contractor for a pre-winter furnace 
check-up. However, there are 
simple checks gas customers can 
perform to insure smooth furnace 
operation. These include inspecting 
the filter, blower, blower motor, 
and burner area 

Before beginning, check the 
furnace flue pipe. The flue pipe 
connects the furnace to the home’s 


chimney and carries products of 
combustion outside the house. Check 
to see that the pipe is firmly at- 
tached to the furnace and the 
chimney and that the pipe has not 
rust holes. 

Next, rurn the furnace off. To 
make sure it’s off, turn up the 
thermostat to start the burner and 
blower. Then turn off the blower 
switch — which often looks like an 
ordinary light switch and generally 
is located to one side of the furnace. 
The customer will know the furnace 
is off when the blower stops running. 
Reset the thermostat to its lowest 
setting.

AIRFILFILTER: Theair filter is 
located in the cold air return system . 
Filters are made of fiberglass snd 
can be easily cleaned with the brush 
attachment of a vacuum cleaner.

The Wayne County Office on 
Aging, an agency in the 13th State 
Senatorial District, has been 
awarded a grant of more than 
$900,000 for its hot meals for senior 
citizens. 

The Community Nutrition Ser- 
vices grant of $90,439 for fiscal 1978- 
79 will enable the serving of 2,955 
meals 

That’s the word from State Sen. 
William Faust (D-13th District). 

The Wayne County Office on Aging 
will provide meals and other ser- 
vices to senior citizens each week- 
day in Wayne County, (excluding the 
city of Detroit.

This 
gives the bread a moist quality and country style texture. The dough is made by 
the standard yeast rising method, then shaped into braided loaves or a couple 
dozen knotted rolls. 

No one will mind sticky fingers to sample the sensational wheat germ bubble 
ring. When you cut into it or break it apart you’ll see light and tender bubbles of 
yeast bread moistened with a golden butterscotch glaze. But it has hearty 
texture and a fresh natural flavor. This home baked from scratch recipe is done 
with ease. There’s nothing tricky about the w heat germ yeast bread Just follow 
the directions for shaping the dough and forming the ring. And be sure to 
sprinkle extra wheat germ and pecans in the bottom of the baking pan — this 
makes the delicious topping when the bread is turned out upside down. 

SMORGASBORD WHEAT GERM BREAD 

3 to 4 cups flour 

2 packages active dry yeast 
V 4 cup sugar 

2 teaspoons salt 

14 teaspoons dill weed 
1 cup dairy sour cream 

1 cup small curd cottage cheese 

4 cup hot tap water 

3 eggs, divided 

14 cups vacuum packed regular wheat germ 

Blend together 1 cup flour, undissolved yeast, sugar, salt and dill weed. Add 
sour cream and cottage cheese heated until lukewarm. Add hot tap water. Beat 
with electric mixer at medium speed 2 minutes. Scrape bowl occasionally. Add 

2 eggs and 1 more cup flour. Beat at high speed 1 minute or until thick and 
elastic. Stir in wheat germ with wodden spoon. Then gradually stir in just 
enough of remaining flour (about 2 cups) to make a soft dough which leaves 
sides of bowl. Turn out onto floured surface. 

Knead 5 to 8 minutes until dough is smooth and elastic. Place in large greased 
bowl and turn to coat top. Cover and let rise in warm, draft free place 1 hour or 
until doubled. Punch down. Divide dough in half. Shape into rolls or loaves. 
Brush lightly with oil. Cover loosely with plastic wrap. Let rise in warm place 
until doubled (rolls 30 to 40 minutes, loaves about 1 hour). Brush with remaining 
egg, well beaten. Sprinkle with additional wheat germ. 

Bake in 350 degree oven. Allow 20 to 25 minutes for rolls and 25 to 30 minutes 
for loaves. Remove from pans immediately. Cool on rack. Makes 2 small loaves 
and 12 rolls. 

KNOTTED ROLLS: Cut one half of dough into 12 equal portions. Shape into 7- 
inch strips. Twish each strip into single knot and plcae in greased 24-inch 
muffin cups. 

BRAIDED LOAVES: Divide remaining dough in half. Cut off 4 of each part. 
Sahpe each of these small pieces into 3 pencil thin rolls. Braid. Shape large 
pieces into ovals. Top each loaf with braid. Place in well greased 7*/4 by 34 by 
2V4-inch pans. Correct pan size is important for best results. 

WHEAT GERM BUBBLE RING 
2 packages instant blend active dry yeast 

4 cup sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 
34 to 4 cups flour 

1 cup warm milk (110-115 degree) 

4 cup plus 2 tablespoons butter 

2 eggs 

1 cup vacuum packed wheat germ (regular or honey & sugar) 

2 tablespoons chopped pecans 
Butterscotch Sauce 

Combine undissolved yeast, sugar, salt and 14 cups flour in mixer bowl. Add 
warm milk and 4 cup softened butter. Beat with electric mixer at medium 
speed 2 minutes, scraping bowl occasionally. Add eggs, 4 cup wheat germ and 
4 cup flour. Beat at high speed 1 minute. With wooden spoon, gradually stir in 
just enough additional flour to make a soft dough which leaves sides of bowl. 
Turn onto floured surface. 

Knead 5 minutes or until dough is elastic. Place in oiled bowl, turning dough 
to coat. Cover. Let rise in warm, draft free place about 1 to 14 hours or until 
doubled. Turn dough onto floured surface. Divide in half. Shape each portion 
intoa 12-inch roll. Slice each roll into 12 (1-inch) pieces.

Arrange 12 pieces of dough in pan Pour 
over half Butterscotch Sauch. Repeat dough and sauce layers. Sprinkle with 
remaining 2 tablespoons wheat germ. Coverl Let rise in warm place about 1 
hour or until doubled. 

Bake in 350 degree oven 35 to 40 minutes until golden brown. Cool in pan 5 
minutes. Invert onto serving plate. Makes 1 ( 10-inch) ring. 

BUTTERSCOTCH SAUCE: Heat to boiling 4 cup butter. 4 cup chopped 
pecans, V 4 cup water and 1 cup brow-n sugar < packed). Cool to lukewarm. 


HOMEMADE WHEAT GERM HERB BREAD 

54 to 64 cups unsifted all purpose flour 
2 packages Red Star Instant Blend Dry Yeast 
4 4 cup sugar 
1 teaspoon salt 

1 teaspoon thyme leaves, crushed 

1 teaspoon marjoram leaves, crushed 
14 cups milk 

4 cup water 

4 cup butter or margarine 

2 whole eggs 
1 egg yolk 

Its cups wheat germ, regular or sugar & honey 
1 egg white, beaten 
1 tablespoon wheat germ 


In large mixer bowl, combine 3 cups flour, yeast, sugar, salt and herbs; mix 
well. In saucepan, heat milk, water and butter until warm (120 degrees to 130 
degrees; butter does not need to melt) ; add to flour mixture. Add eggs and egg 
yolk. Blend at low- speed until moistened; beat 3 minutes at medium speed. Bv 
hand gradually stir in one and one third cups wheat germ and enough 
remaining flour to make a soft dough. 

Knead on floured surface until smooth and elastic, about 10 minutes. Place in 
greased bowl, turning to grease top. Cover; let rise in warm place until light 
and doubled, about 1 hour. Punch down dough, divide into 2 parts. Roll or pat 
each part on lightly floured surface to a 12 by 8-inch rectangle. Cut each rec- 
tangle into 2 equal 12-inch strips. Pinch edges of each strip together to make a 
rope. Twist 2 ropes together; seal ends and tuck under loaf. Place in well 
greaded84 by 44 by 24-inch loaf pans. Cover; let rise 30 to 40 minutes. Lightly 
brush with egg white ; sprinkle with 1 tablespoon wheat germ. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 35 to 45 minutes. Cover loosely with foil the last 5 to 10 
minutes of baking. Remove from pans; cool. Makes 2(1 4-pound) loaves. (Two 
9 by 5 by 3-inch loaf pans may be used. )

Art Institute 'glitters ' 


‘Peru’s Golden Treasures' brings 222 gleaming 
gold artifacts created by vanished civilizations to 
the Detroit Institute of Arts in a special exhibition 
now through Dec. 10. 

This rare loan from the Museo Oro del Peru in 
Lima is the largest exhibition of its kind ever shown 
in the United States. With a significance far beyond 
beauty and material value, the gold objects are a 
tantalizing glimpse of mysterious cilvilizations 
which flourished in Peru during the 2,000 years 
perceding Spanish conquest in 1532. 

The Inca (1300-1532 A. CD ), Chimu (800-1470 
A.D. ), Moche (100 B C, • 700 A D.), Nazca (200 B.C.- 
700 A.D.) andVicus (200 B C -400 A.D.) peoples left 
no native written records of their cultures, yet each 
object proves the development of an extremely 
sophisticated goldworking tradition. 

Superb gold mummy masks and funerary gloves 
are highlights od the exhibition, which includes a 
glittering array of appealing objects — necklaces, 
ear spools, beakers and dishes, pendants, tweezers, 
ceremonial knives, a child’s boots, sculpted animal 
and human figures, weapons and helmets, pouches, 
nose and mount oraments. 

The artifacts reveal a knowledge of hammering 
and embossing, molding and sheathing, soldering 
and welding — all techniques applied by master 
craftsmen to the abundant gold of Peru. The gold is 
worked with skill and imagination — sometimes 
even with humor in naturalistic details. 

“Peru’s Gold Treasures’ is on loan from the 
Museo Oro del Peru, founded by Miguel Mujica 


Gallo, and is presented under the auspices of the 
government of Peru. Organizationed by the 
American Museum of Natural History, New York, 
the exhibition is supported by an indemnity from 
the Federal Council on the Arts and Humanities. 

“Peru's Gold Treasures” will be seen at the Art 
Institute through Dec 10 during regular museum 
hours 9:30 a m. to 5:30 p.m Tuesday through 
Sunday, closed Mondays; election day, Nov. 7, and 
Thanksgiving, Nov. 23. 

Admission to “Peru’s Golden Treasures” is $2.75; 
senior citizens and students with ID, $1.75, and 
children under 12 accompanied by adult, free.

Most women feel guilty about 
working and hate their jobs, right? 
Nonsense! Or so say the findings of 
the first national attitude survey 
conducted exclusively among wage- 


earning mothers. 

Results are from this national 
survey, “The Wage-Earning 
Mother: a national profile.” 

How do women feel about 


working? Ninety-seven percent of 
the respondents indicated they liked 
their job; 88 percent were proud of 
being a working mother; and 84 
percent felt they were more

worked Women interviewed 
comprised a sample representing 
6,750,000 households nationally. 

In a presentation of survey 
highlights, AC. Nielsen Co. 
representative John C. S termer, 
who supervised the study, cited 
findings that disproved commonly- 
held beliefs about the “plight” of the 
wage-earning mother. 

One popular notion has it that 
working mothers feel guilty about 
their children But 86 percent of 
those queried indicated they felt 
working was good for their children, 
who frequently asked Mom about 
her job. 

An unexpected benefit of working 
mentioned by 61 percent of the 
women was the fact they were more 
tolerant of both husband and 
children. The entire family appears 
to be reaping benefits when Mom 
goes to work 

A majority of respondents (55 
percent felt they did more things as 
a family since they began working, 
and 83 percent mentioned that, if at 
all possible, they tried to eat dinner 
together. A significant 92 percent of 
the wage-earning mothers par- 
ticipating in the survey said their 
husbands now shared in child- 
raising responsibilities. 

Most working mothers (84 percent 
said their husbands were interested 
in their work. This finding was most 
prevalent In households where the 
mother held a professional or sales- 
managerial position and viewed her 
employment as a career. Financial 
decisions also are made in tandem 
by husband and wife. 

Although the husbands and 
children of respondents pitched in to 
help maintain the household, 85 
percent of the women still felt 
traditional chores, such as grocery 
shopping, cooking, cleaning bill 
paying and chauffeuring the 
children, were primarily their 
responsibility. When the time 
crunch was on, women said they 
would let the housework slide and 
tend to their personal relationships 
and social activities first. 

The respondents fell into three 
basic categories — those caught in 
the time crunch, mother nurture 
types and the charge it group. 
Women caught in the time crunch 
were high conscious of time con- 
straints imposed by employment. 
They wanted more time to them- 
selves and felt not enough time was 
spent with their children, husbands 
or taking care of household ac- 
tivities. These women were mostly 
younger working mothers with pre- 
school age children. 


Women in the mother nurture 
category w^ere highly concerned 
with family health and the 
nutritional value of foods consumed 
These women had higher 
educational backgrounds and held 
professional or sales-managerial 
occupations. 

The third group, dubbed charge it, 
made use of credit or charge cards 
as a normal way of life, not for any 
convenience reasons. Credit card 
use was viewed as the norm, a 
replacement for cash or checks. 
Many working mothers in this sector 
had completed or attended college 
and were working in professional or 
sales-managerial fields 

Why do women work? Forty 
percent of the respondents indicated 
the primary reason for employment 
was the fact their fa mily needed the 


money Twenty percent worked 
because their wages permitted them 
to purchase extra luxuries But 
another group (19 percent cited 
personal fulfillment as the 
motivator, a significant reason 
which has surfaced only recently. 

College-educated women with 
professional or sales-managerial 
occupations were most likely to 
pursue a career for personal 
fulfillment. They viewed em- 
ployment as a career, not “just a 
job,” and indicated the intent to 
work until retirement age. 

Stermer noted that 'turn about 
has become fair play.” 

“It used to be the working mother 
who justified her position to family 
and friends. It appears that now, and 
in the future, it will be the non- 
working mother who feels compelled 
to do so,” he said.

affair

PAT STOKES 


No coach likes to quit in midseason. 

And whenever one does, there usually is a good reason. 

Pat Stokes, Belleville High’s head football coach, left the Tigers 
in mid-stream, specifically, after the 66-0 debacle against 
Plymouth Salem, the worst football defeat in Belleville’s recent 
history. 

In fact, according to my records, Belleville hasn’t won a football 
game since late October of 1976 when the Tigers shut out Bedford 

Union 18-0. Thus, 17 games ago, Belleville 

knew what it was like to win on 
the gridiron. 

And, Friday night when the 
Tigers play Livonia Bentley they 
have a realistic opportunity to 
end the drought, if they don’t that 
streak could reach 20 - the longest 
Class A losing streak in the area - 
maybe the state. 

In such cases, it is easy to pin 
the responsibilty of the losses on 
one man - the head coach. And 
many of the Belleville fans 
believed that Stokes was the man 
to blame for the team’s failure. 

I can’t agree with them. 

Having covering the local 
scene for nearly 15 years, 
Belleville’s grid fortunes have 
been on a steady decline even 
though the school has produced 
some of the nation’s top talent 
such as Keith Simmons 
who captained the University of Minnesota team and Frank Nunley 
of University of Michigan and San Francisco 49ers fame. 

Athletic programs are not built in one day or one season - they are 
not built by one person - they are the summation of many people, 
many groups pulling together, usually in one direction. 

The football traditions at Westland John Glenn, Plymouth Salem, 
Livonia Franklin, and Livonia Churchill were not established 
overnight as coaches Chuck Gordon, Tom Moshimer, Armand 
Vigna, Ken Kaestner will tell you and I’m willing to bet that these 
men will also say that if they didn’t have the excellent support of 
their communities and their assistant coaches they would never be 
able to field contenders each fall. 

It took me 1 Vi hours to get out of the parking lot at Westland John 
Glenn Friday night. 

And that was beautiful. 

There were some 7,000 fans at that game between North Far- 
mington and Glenn - that’s how football has matured in these parts. 
One man’s doing? 

No way. 

Belleville fans, according to some reports that have come across 
this desk, even threatened Stokes and his family and that, sirs, is a 
new low. Though Stokes doesn’t wish to comment, he felt it was best 
to leave at this point to give the administration an opportunity to 
look for a new man. 

Ron Hellier, in his first year as athletic director at Belleville, said 
they are in the market for a new head coach but the screening won’t 
be done until after the season. 

M At present, the three assistant coaches will be working as a 
committee and handling the responslblities of fielding our team,” 
said Hellier. "Coach Stokes indicated to us that for the betterment 
of the program, it would be best for him to resign now. 

"Though I am new here I have found our staff very sincere and 
devoted to their Jobs and Pat is a very down to earth and honest 
person. He felt the welfare of the kids came first and that a new 
coach would be a fresh start for the team.” 

And there is something those kids can do for their ex-coach — 
BEAT BENTLEY.

Despite its heroics last week 
against North Farmington and a 5-1 
over-all record, Westland John 
Glenn could find themselves no 
better than a third place team in the 
Northwest Suburban football con- 
ference. 

The cochamps will meet Livonia 
Franklin at 2pjn. Saturday and a 
Rocket loss would plummet. Coach 
Chuck Gordon’s minions to third 
place, a spot they haven’t occupied 
for many years. 

Franklin is licking the wounds of 
two consecutive losses - to North and 
Pontiac Central- a situa bon it was in 
last year when it took on and 
humbled the Westlanders in a 
championship game that forced 
Glenn to hand over half of the htle. 

Jerry Cifor, who scored two touch- 
downs and rushed for 200 yards in 
last year’s confrontation, is back in 
the Patriots’ backfield- and you can 
bet that Gordon and his players 
haven’t forgotten Cifor’s brilliant 
performance of a year ago. 

"Glenn has an excellent team as 
good as North Farmington,” said 
Frankl inCoach Armand Vigna. "We 
are going to have to play a truly 
inspired game to win and equally 
important we’re going to have to 
stop making such fatal mistakes in 
our pass coverage and fumbles.” 

A combination cf turnovers and 
mental errors paved the way to 
Franklin’s 16-12 demise at Pontiac 
Central last week. The Patriots 
committed four fumbles which set

Johnny Long, former Romulus 
High and University of Detroit cage 
great, was among the leading pre- 
season scorers for the Detroit 
Pistons. 

Long chalked up 88 points in six 
games, while Terry Tyler, his for- 
mer Titan teammate, scored 82 and 
center Bob Lanier had 81. 

The Detroit Pistons posted a 4-2 
pre-season record but have gotten 
off to a slow 0-2 start this year as 
Coach Dick Vitale is still seeking his 
first victory as a pro mentor. 


Defending champ John Glenn 
remained in the chase for the North- 
west Suburban Conference cross 
country championship last week by 
outdistancing Redford Thurston 19- 
36. 

But Coach Jerry Szukaitis and the 
Rockets, beaten by Livonia Franklin 
in their first league dual meet of the 
season, hve to keep their eyes on the 
Livonians who knocked off North 
Farmington this week 26-31 to 
remain perfect. 

Glenn will host North on Thursday 
at 4 p.m. which will bring the league 
dual meet season to a climax. 

“We have to get past Franklin in 
the league in order to salvage a 
share of the title,” noted Szukaitis 
who received news that injured 
runner Cory Gielinski, his No.2 
runner will be out for the season. 

Gielinski has a stress fracture in 
the leg and won’t return to the team. 

“Obviously, when your No.2 man 
is out, the team will be hurt,” said 
the Glenn mentor. “We’re hoping 
that someone will step in and take 
over that slot.” 

Glenn is getting the most out of its 
premier runner, Jim Kanclerz who 
again finished first, this time 
beating the Thurston pack with a 
respectable time of 16: ‘49 at Cass 
Benton Park. 

Westlander Paul Stephens and 
Tom Andrews were second and third 
respectively, while Chuck Honaker 
was fifth and Tim Unold was eight. 


The defeat was the first for Glenn 
as its record dropped to 5-1 on the 
season and 2-1 in the Northwest 
Suburban League. 

North, who needs some “help” 
from other team£ if it is to make the 
state playoffs with its complicated 
point system, rolled to a 6-0 season 
mark and 3-0 in the league. 

Ron Holland, the Raiders’ coach, 
visited the Glenn locker room after 
the game and expressed his sincere 
respect for Gordon, his coaching 
staff and football team. “Your guys 
all played a tremendous game — 
especially Timmy (Ruark) and Rob 
(Suida),” Holland said 

Gordon congratulated Holland on 
winning the game and offered 
Glenn’s best wishes as North Far- 
mington seeks its second state 
championship in eight years. 

“We’ll just have to see how we 
respond to this tough loss,” added 
assistant coach Dan Henry. “It’s a 
tough loss, but we must put it in 
perspective, it’s still only a game. I 
think the kids will bounce back and 
show they are class quality,” Henry 
added, as Jim Juras and Jeff Mate, 
Gordon’s other assistants, nodded 
agreement. 

For the statistic minded Glenn 
and North each had nine first downs, 
in unofficial totals In other unof- 
ficial figures, Glenn rushed for 95 


yards in 31 attempts while North 
rambled 159 yards in 38 tries. 

Southpaw Suida completed 7 of 13 
passes for 76 yards, one touchdown, 
and three interceptions. Glenn’s 
defense shut off North’s passing 


game almost completely, allowing 
only two completions in 12 attempts. 

In individual duels, Ruark finished 
with 54 yards in 19 carries, and 
slotback Kurt Hagemann ran 17 
yards in four tries and caught key 


thirddown passes of 22 and 18 yards 
for first downs. 

North’s tailback Mike Miller ran 
79 yards in 19 carries and fullback 
Jeff Cohen rambled 72 yards in nine 
tries. 


From toxic contaminants 


DNR wildlife monitoring 
tests show hunters safe 


Results from the Department of 
Natural Resources wildlife 
monitoring program show that 
hunters can go into the field this fall 
without concern over toxic con- 
taminants in deer, rabbits, 
pheasants, or any other plant-eating 
animals. 

But the DNR does caution persons 
against eating raccoons or muskrats 
taken from near the Pine River in 
Gratiot and Midland counties, where 
high levels of PBB are known to 
have entered the river. 

Because of an excessive backlog 
in the DNR’s laboratory, which is 
used to check for chemical con- 
tamination, the department has 
been unable to complete the wildlife 
monitoring program begun last 
year. 

So far, the DNR has tested 61 
samples of wildlife under the 
program, according to Tom Rohrer, 
a biologist in the DNR’s Office of 
Toxic Materials Control. Another 100 
samples still remain to be analyzed. 


“The analyses of all 161 samples, 
which were collected this summer 
and fall, should be completed by 
January 1, 1979,” he says. “We had 
hoped to complete the wildlife 
monitoring program and issue a 
report before the start of hunting 
season, but other more important 
testing took priority.” 

Priority items included samples 
collected to investigate potential 
human health problems of im- 
mediate concern, such as domestic 
water supply wells and con- 
taminated fish. Other priority 
samples were for formal legal ac- 
tion. 

“However, what we have found so 
far should be very good news,” 
Rohrer says. “All plant-eating game 
animals we have tested— deer, 
rabbits, pheasants, and others— 
have all been exceptionally free of 
toxic chemicals." 

Meating eating animals, such as 
raccons, are at the top of the food

chain and are more likely to ac- 
cumulate toxic materials in their 
bodies. 

“The same thing happens to game 
fish,” Rohrer explains. “They are 
tainted by eating smaller fish that 
eat plankton.” 

This summer the DNR collected 
samples of raccoons and muskrats 
living near the Pine River in Gratiot 
County. 

“We knew that if PBB would show 
up in any game animal, it would 
probably be these.” Rohrer says. 

The DNR tested five raccoons 
from Gratiot County and one 
muskrat. All had fairly high levels of 
PBB. 

Levels of the toxic chemical 
ranged from 430 parts per billion in 
the muskrat to 1,600 parts per billion 
in a raccoon. Nofood regulations are 
in force for raccoons cr muskrats, 
but the state’s tolerance level for 
PBB in dairy cattle is 20 parts per 
billion. Federal law allows up to 300 
parts per billion in beef and poultry. 

The DNR is also testing animals 
and fish for dozens of other kinds of 
pesticides and chemicals. 

“Besides PBB, we are also testing 
for PCB, chlorinated hydrocarbon 
pesticides such as DDT and DDE, 
and heavy metals.” he says. 

Heavy metals have been used in 
some forms of pesticides in the past. 
Those metals tested* for include: 
cadmium, chromium, copper, lead, 
zinc, arsenic, selaiiim, mercury, 
and nickel, some of which are toxic 
in low concentrations to plari and 
animal life. 

“No environmentally significant 
heavy metals have been found, other 
than those small levels occurring 
naturally, such as copper and zinc, 
which are trace element nutrients,” 
he says. “We are even dci ng organic 
scans of the samples for unknown 
compounds with properties similar 
to PBB or PCB and have found 
none.” 

The DNR hopes to continue the 
wildlife monitoring program in 
years to come because results from 
future testing may give a first in- 
dication of toxic material in the 
environment. 

Of the 6 1 a ni ma Is tested so far, two 
have come from Cheboygan County, 
14 from Gratiot County, 12 from 
Kalkaska County, 19 from 
Livingston County, eight from 
Newaygo County, one from Oceana 
County, three from Otsego County, 
and two from Schoolcraft County. 

In addition to the present 
monitoring program, the DNR last 
year tested 100 samples of venison 
submitted by deer hunters from 
across the state. 

“The results of that testing in- 
dicate that there is no PBB problem 
in the Michigan deer herd,” Rohrer 
says.
